tions be meets and bounds In the 
back part of the Record, thus placing 
them out of their regular order. 
This difficulty has now been removed 
t>y the loose leaf records. 


A number of minor changes could 


and should be .made before this sys- 
tem should be adopted and no doubt 
will suggest themselves to you, and I 
sincerely regret my inability to be 
with you to keep a record of any sug- 
gestions you may Iiave to offtr. I 
think a careful study of this matter 
by the Association will make friend;
